1. HEAD OF CHANCELLERY HERZ CONFIRMED TO ALLIED SENAT 
LIAISON OFFICERS APRIL 19 THAT BRUECKMANN'S LAWYER

FORTHCOMING AS EARLY AS MIDDLE OF NEXT WEEK, ALTHOUGH

INFORMED HERZ SENAT SHOULD REFRAIN FROM ANY IRREVOCABLE
